E. ~Vf. Parker, ChloC Statistician ol 
tho l/nltetl Slates Geological Survey. 
"VVhon\ compared with thoso of some 
of the Eastern States, the coking op- 
erations of WashinKton seem of lit- 
tle importance, but they arc of inter- 
est as establishing the Carl that it) 
is possible to muke metallurgical coke 
fiom Pacidc coast coal. All the cok- 
inK operations arc in Pierce county 
In the central part of tho State. Thoio 
are Ilvo establishments, four ot which 
made coke In J907, producing 52,028 
tons, valued ut 529:>.019, ngaiast 45.- 
O'lj short tuns, valued at $2GG,977, In 
IDOB. The average price per ton ad- 
vanced from ?4.99 in 1DOG to ?3.G;( in 
1907.
